He 
made public a document that rep- 
resented Secretary of the Army 
Robert T. Stevens as trying to di- 
vert the group's attention to 
a 


search for wrong doing in the Navy 
Air Force and Defense Depart- 
ment. 


Stevens and John G. Adams, the 


Army's general counsel retorted 
that such accusations were untrue. 
McCarthy had 
said Adams told 


him several months ago a report 
embarrassing to the subcommittee 
would be made public unless an 
investigation of the Army were 
called off. 


Before the day was over some 


Republicans/as well as Democrats 
in the Senate were demanding in- 
vestigations to determine who is 
telling the truth in the crossfire 
of accusations. 


Nixon had been designated last

Wiley Won't

stantly by means and places of our 
own choosing,"
